Vega  Selected 
To  Head  Squad 

Northwestern  State's  Armando 
Vega  has  been  voted  coach  of  the 
United  States'  Gymnastic  team  in 
the  Pan  American  Games  this 
summer  in  Cali,  Columbia. 

Vega,     who    last    spring    guided 


Northwestern  to  its  fifth  consecu- 
tive NAIA  championship,  learned 
of  selection  last  weekend  while 
attending  a  meeting  of  the  United 
States  Olympic  Committee  in 
Kansas   City. 

The  Pan  American  Games  serve 
as  preliminary  competition  for  the 
1972  Summer  Olympic  and  match 
teams  for  all  countries  in  the 
Americas  performing  in  a  full  line- 
up of  Olympic  events. 

"I  feel  very  honered  to  be  voted 
to  this  position,"  said  Vega.  "It's 
really  something  to  know  you've 
been  chosen  above  all  other  coaches 
in  the  United  States,  and  to  know 
you'll  be  coaching  the  athletes  who 
will  eventually  be  representing  our 
country  in  the  Olympics." 

The  Pan  American  Games  are 
scheduled  to  begin  in  July.  Earlier 
in  the  summer  the  United  States 
will  hold  tryouts  in  Miami,  Florida 
to  determine  berths  on  the  respec- 
tive teams. 

Vega,  a  native  of  Los  Angeles, 
graduated  from  Penn  State,  where 
he  won  the  NCAA  University 
Division  all-around  gymnastic 
championships  in  1957  and  1959. 
He  participated  in  the  1956  and 
1960    Olympics. 

He  coached  at  the  University  of 
Mexico  and  directed  Mexico's 
Olympic  efforts,  prior  to  comming 
to  Northwestern    in    1967. 

Northwestern  also  won  the 
NCAA  College  Division  champion- 
ship last  year  in  its  first  attempt 
at  entering  the  competition.  NSU 
will  host  this  year's  NAIA  champ- 
ionships March  18-20  at  Prather 
Coliseum. 


race,  but  the  Demons  have  to  make 
no  amends  for  their  season. 

Northwestern  posted  a  sparkling 
7-3  overall  record  and  earned  its 
second  consecutive  runnerup  by 
beating  Southeastern  Louisiana  22- 
14  in  its  finale.  The  Demons  ended 
3-2  in  the  GSC,  the  same  as  North- 
east Louisiana. 

NSU  lost  a  hard-fought  first 
place  battle  to  Southwestern  24-21 
in  its  next  to  last  game.  Northeast 
upset  the  Demons  21-17  early  in 
the  year. 

"I  feel  we  played  as  good  of  ball 
as  anyone  in  the  league,"  said 
coach  Glenn  Gossett.  "With  a  break 
or  two,  we  could  easily  be  confer- 
ence champion. 

"Our  boys  worked  real  hard  to 
have  a  successful  season,  and  they 
had  one.  Honestly,  Southwestern 
should  have  been  the  favorite  all 
season.  We  have  nothing  to  be 
ashamed  of." 

This  year's  Demon  team  set  a 
GSC  record  when  it  rushed  for  539 
yards  in  an  opening  42-21  victory 
over  Florence  (Ala.)  State.  It 
established  a  new  school  record  by 
amassing  30  first  downs  in  that 
game. 

During  the  course  of  the  season, 
11  other  school  records  were 
broken  and  one  tied.  Most  involve 
the  league's  most  awesome  offen- 
sive attack. 

Northwestern  closed  with  3704 
yards  total  offense,  2909  yards 
rushing  and  602  attemps.  These 
figures  break  former  school  stand- 
i  ards  of  3570  in  1968,  2435  in  1969 
!  and  586  in  1969. 

Senior  fullback  Richard  Ware 
!  rushed  for  835  yards  on  186  carries, 
|  exceeding  the  single  season  yardage 
I  mark  of  818  set  by  Charlie  Tolar 
i  in  1957  and  the  attempt  mark  of 
j  127  set  by  tolar  in  1956  and  tied 
j  by  Ware  in  1969. 

Ware  rushed  for  186  yards  on 
34  carries  (both  records)  this  fall 
in  a  22-14  victory  over  Southwest- 
ern Oklahoma.  He  closed  his  career 
with  401  carries,  75  above  Tolar's 
former   record. 

Senior  split  end  Al  Phillips 
caught  20  passes  for  365  yards  to 
run  his  career  marks  to  77  for 
1484  yards.  He  passed  Dick  Redding 
(1353  yards  in  1964-66)  as  the 
Demon's  all-time  receiving  leader, 
yardage-wise.  Phillips  also  ran  back 
18  kickoffs  for  503  yards  this  year 
to  tie  Vic  Nyvall's  mark  for  most

returns  in  a  season  (1969)  and 
beat  Nyvall's  record  for  most  yards 
(392). 

Junior  Dennis  Wilkinson  hit  on 
five  of  eight  field  goals  this  fall 
and  passed  Wayne  Walker  (6)  as 
Northwestern's  all-time  leader  in 
field  goals.  Wilkinson  was  six  for 
10  in  1969  in  his  first  year  kicking 
for  the   Demon's. 

Another  team  record  was  broken 
when  opponents  were  limited  to 
an  average  of  4.2  yards  on  return- 
ing punts.  The  former  mark  was 
5.6  in  1962. 

Sophomore  halfback  Donald 
Johnson,  with  a  couple  of  100-yard 
plus  games  at  the  end,  finished 
with  709  yards  rushing  on  112 
carries.  That  yardage  represents 
the  fifth  highest  ever  recorded  by 
a  Demon. 

Senior  quarterback  Mike  Pool 
was  next  in  rushing  with  661  yards 
on  155  carries  to  run  his  carrer 
total  to  1213  on  303  tries.  Senior 
halfback  Tommy  Wallis  followed 
with  463  on  104  tries,  pushing  his 
career  figures  to  1199  on  262 
attempts. 


Pool  also  added  705  yards  passing 
on  49  completions  in  108  attempts 
for  1366  yards  total  offense.  He 
finished  with  2891  in  his  career 
(second  higest  total  in  school  his- 
tory), and  started  only  two  years. 

Ware  wound  up  second  in  career 
rushing  to  Tolar  (2194  yards  to 
1735)  and  Phillips  second  in  career 
pass  receptions  to  Steve  Gaspard 
(85  in  1966-69). 

Four  interceptions  by  junior 
safety  Kenny  Hrapmann  upped  his 
career  total  to  14,  third  best  in 
NSU   history. 

Tackle  Walter  Edler  finished 
with  the  most  tackles  (116),  follow- 
ed bv  linebacker  Larrv  Gaudet 
(105). 

Edler,  offensive  tackle  Leonard 
Richardson,  offensive  guard  Leslie 
Robertson,  halfback  Gil  Gilson, 
cornerback  Ronnie  Bagely  and 
punter  Larry  Smith  were  the  other 
seniors  who  compiled  an  overall 
25-12  record  in  their  four-year 
stints  at  Northwestern.

Edler,  a  6-2,  216-pound  senior 
from  New  Orleans  Warren  Easton, 
finished  this  year  with  a  team  high 
of  116  tackles  in  nine  games  (he 
missed  the  finale  due  to  illness), 
and  impressed  all  coaches  of  the 
teams  the  Demons  played.

Northwestern  line  coach  George 
Doherty  rates  Edler,  a  two-time 
all-GSC  pick,  among  the  three  best 
lineman  he's  coached — the  others 
being  Tom  Hinton,  an  All-American 
at  Louisiana  Tech,  and  Ken  Beck, 
an  All-American  at  Texas  A&M. 

"Walter  has  great  quickness  and 
good  strength,"  said  Doherty.  "He's 
a  very  outstanding  player.  He's 
certainly  deserving  of  some  nation- 
al   recognition." 

"There's  always  one  or  two 
players  that  stand  out  on  a  team," 
said  Northeast  Louisiana  coach 
Dixie  White,  "and  Edler  certainly 
stands   out   for   Northwestern." 
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
